SUBJECT : We My Report of the Office of Training 


i. Hoet Harvard Considered Principal Beneficiary in Weekend Workshop 
A critique from one of the Agency'* two O/PPB representative * at 
Harvard** recent Workshop for Planning Executive* indicates that perhaps 
Harvard gained more from the Jay-and-half sessions than the 86 execu- 
tive* from the business world and the four senior government personnel 
who attended. 


The course wa* based upon seven research project* presented by 
graduate students. While the presentations were considered clear and 
well organised, they were also termed “rather academic. ’* It was also 
felt that the presentations dwelled too much on categorising methods used 
by selected corporations in planning — with theoretical approaches and 
limitation* of planning tools. 

“With 16 senior planners from business commenting on student 
papers and offering their insight into real problems facing corporate 
planning,** the Agency student commented, “the exercise should have 
been of considerable value to the school. ” He added, "My opinion is 
that Harvard was the primary beneficiary. With Harvard grossing

about $18, 090 for the session and with expenses probably not exceeding 
$4000, I conclude that it was a good weekend for Harvard . ” 

2. Management Student Support Enlisted in Harvard Strike Vote 

Students in both the Advanced Mangement Program and the Pro- 
gram for Management Development at Harvard were approached by 
regular Harvard students and requested to participate in voting on the 
strike, during fee recent student rioting and strike at Harvard, accord- 
ing to an Agency student in the recently completed FMD course. 

Actually, it was non- militant Harvard students who sought to enlist 
support from AMP and PMD representatives, believing the business 
and government representatives would vote conservatively and against 
the strike. While AMP students declined to participate, a majority of 
PMD students surprisingly decided to participate in the voting. To top 
it off, five of the business executives in FMD voted for the strike. 

Forty foreign nationals in fee FMD course witnessed the democracy in 
action. 

3. Special .Warfare Center Renamed
